Community board from community funding

T HREE years of hard work and heartache culmi¬ 
nated in the official unveiling of the Crewkerne 
and district community noticeboard, by the Mayor, 
Councillor Neil Sturtivant as his last civic duty before the 
parish elections. 

The project was started by the Civic Society for A Better 
Crewkerne and District as part of their clutter clear up 
campaign in 2008 when they wanted to replace the very 
tired town council noticeboard in Market Street on the 
west side near the traffic lights as well as their own board 
under the Roll of Honour Memorial in Falkland Square. 

Although the project was led by Jean Pakes of the soci¬ 
ety, the emphasis was always on achieving a board for 
the use of all community groups in the area, many of

ciety raised £2800 from fund-raising events and raffles at 
monthly meetings and £3,320 came from contributions 
from; ABCD, Crewkerne Town Council, county coun¬ 
cillor John Dyke’s community fund, Crewkerne Rotary 
Club, Waitrose community matters, Crewkerne U3A, 
Crewkerne Methodist Church, Crewkerne and District 
Twinning Association, the Friends of Crewkerne and Dis¬ 
trict Museum, Crewkerne Women’s Institute, Clapton and 
Wayford Village Hall, Crewekrne and Misterton Baptist 
Church, Misterton WI and Crewkerne Action for the Dis¬ 
abled. 

Mrs Pakes said: “Our fundraising was helped consider¬ 
ably by students from Wadham School who helped raise 
over £800 in a one day sale in the old Woolworth’s store 
as part of their year nine challenge in 2009. Fundraising 
was also helped by Crewkerne Rotary, in addition to a 
generous donation, they also allowed us to man their tem¬ 
porary charity shop for a few days in 2010 with a share 
of the takings. 

The costs were as follows: notice boards £4,952, solic¬ 
itors fees £830, advertisement consent £95 (twice), instal¬ 
lation £150. The advertising consent had to be obtained 
a second time as when the board was due to be installed 
in the position of the old Civic Society board under the 
Roll of Honour, it was discovered the foundations of the 
adjacent Poole & Co building went too far out under the 
paving. 

The board will now be looked after on a regular basis 
by a rota of Civic Society members. Groups wanting an 
event poster displayed on the board should take two 
posters into the Community Office as usual, one to be dis¬ 
played in the Focal Information Centre window and the 
other on the community notice board. Organisations 
wishing to have some permanent information on the 
board should phone Jean Pakes on 01460 76366.

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ENERGETIC dance teacher Kelly Leigh Druce, who lives in Tatworth, was one of 
11 recipients of Outstanding Service Awards, presented by the Mayor of Chard 
at the annual town meeting on Tuesday. (See full report next week). 

She was nominated for the work she has done with her 250 students, from 
tiny tots to teens, raising money for numerous charities and good causes by 
taking her dancers to fetes and fundraisers to perform free of charge. 

Originally from Carlisle, Kelly left home at 16 to go to dance school in Liver¬ 
pool and came to Somerset as a working dancer at Cricket St Thomas hotel to 
fill in temporarily, having worked with the previous manager elsewhere. She 
was there for two years and on a night out in the town she met her husband 
Sean. After a whirlwind romance Kelly took the decision to marry and settle in 
the area where she began work on her lifelong ambition to run a dance school. 

The couple now have a three year old daughter and two year old son and the 
school has gone from humble beginnings to a huge enterprise. 


• HOW did you become a dancer? 

When I was little, I was hyperactive and 
my mum put me into as many activities 
as possible because I wouldn't stand still. 
At that point I had no great ambition to 
be a dancer and it could have been ath¬ 
letics or horse riding but dancing just 
clicked for me. I wasn't very academic and 
couldn't see myself in any other career so 
at 16 I left home at went to stage school. 

• HOW did you start your own school? 
I had given up my job at Cricket because 
I wanted to make a go of it with my hus¬ 
band and was doing cleaning jobs and 
working part timeas a chambermaid. 
Working as a dancer can be quite a short 
lived life, there are always younger ones 
coming up behind you. It was my dream 
to have my own studio one day and it 
started eight years ago as a Friday night 
youth gathering at Tatworth Memorial 
Hall. It just grew from there. I worked at 
Numatic for eight years and taught in the 
evenings but now it is my full time job 
which means I can be with my children in 
the day time and teach in the evenings. 

• WHAT is most important to you 
about your teaching? 

I never wanted a dance school that was 
about examinations. It is all about per¬ 
forming to give them confidence which is 
why I take them to fetes and fairs. When I 
saw the carnivals I thought this is it. I have 
had girls come to me who would hardly 
speak and ended up on the front of the 
stage in a couple of months. We need to 
get more boys involved but there seems 
to be a bit of a taboo about it. 

• HOW did it feel to get the award 
from the Mayor? 

I am absolutely over the moon. I was 
shocked when the letter came to say I had 
been nominated and didn't realise I was 
getting something on the night. It was re¬ 
ally quite emotional, hearing all that stuff 
about yourself and a real boost when 
things have been a bit of a roller coaster 
lately. I had a studio lined up and it fell 
through and now I am going down that 
route again. It was like a recognition that 
what I am doing is the right thing. 

• THE MAYOR said you do a lot of char¬ 
ity as a group 

We have always given back and I want to 
carry that on, whenever we do shows and 
performances we raise money for differ¬ 
ent groups. Under the previous manage¬ 
ment at Cricket we used to go up there 
and do a show for the residents and the 
kids all go around with buckets looking 
cute at the end. We helped a little girl who 
had a lot of muscles removed after 
meningitis, she needed a special bike 
made. Another little girl needed a com¬ 
puter to adapt to her wheelchair and we 


have given to the Children's Hospice and 
the Christmas lights. 

• DO you think shows like X Factor are 
a good thing? 

Yes, The X Factor and Britain's Got Talent 
have had a massive impact on young 
people. When I was at school you all had 
to fit in, now kids are allowed to be indi¬ 
viduals. Boys turn up to my classes look¬ 
ing immaculate but in their own 
individual way, they take a real pride in 
themselves. You hear about the trouble in 
the area but none of my 250 are involved; 
I really think dancing is the way forward. 

• WHAT do you think about body 
image? 

That is another reason I don't want to do 
exams grades and medals, that's when 
body image can creep in. No one is ever 
picked out of a show, some don't take to 
it as naturally as others but they can all 
enjoy themselves trying, that's why I like 
to do modern funky dances. 

• IF you could meet anyone who 
would it be? 

When I was small I dreamt of meeting 
Wayne Sleep which I did and got to do a 
dance workshop with him and I worked 
with boy band 911 for a while. I think 
now I would like to meet Simon Cowell 
for a chat, just to find out a few things 
from him, I think he's very clever. 

• WHAT three things would you want 
on your desert island? 

My makeup bag, I can't go anywhere 
without that. My music, lots of funky 
boppy stuff and photos of everything we 
have ever done, that would be lovely. 

• WHAT is your ambition for the fu¬ 
ture? 

IF all goes well the studio will be open by 
September, in the High Street of Chard. It 
was where I thought I would be in ten 
year's time but the opportunity came up. 
It will be a big space that I want used to 
its full potential and I have already spoken 
to other groups in the town who have 
trouble finding venues and are keen to 
rent part time. I also want to use it as a 
day time drop-in for young mums and ba¬ 
bies - somewhere for a cuppa and a chat 
about teething. 

• WHAT has impressed you most 
about your students? 

Some of them have been with me from 
four to their teens, they are so loyal and 
committed; a bunch of them even turned 
up to my wedding. I get a lot of credit but 
really it's the kids, they are so bubbly and 
bright eyed, I only teach what I get back 
from them. I must also praise the parents 
who bring them every week and pay for 
their costumes.

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T he Rotary Club of llmin- 
ster was chartered on 
the 20 th May 1971. It is a 
"daughter club" of the Rotary 
Club of Chard and one of the 
leading figures in its inception 
was a Chard Rotarian, Bill 
Lawson, who subsequently 
joined the younger Club and 
is one of our Honorary Mem¬ 
bers. There were a number of 
local industrialists amongst 
them such as John Hailstone 
of Powrmatic, John Chasty of 
Minsterstone and the late 
Archie Gooch. Our Founder 
President, however, was a 
local shopkeeper, John Tolley, 
who owned a bakery at West 
Street. Meetings were held at 
lunchtime on Wednesdays at 
the Shrubbery Hotel, al¬ 
though we have met in the 
evening s now for over 20 
years. We are unusual in hav¬ 
ing been able to keep the 
same venue for all the Club's 
existence. 

Within the first two years the 
Club decided to guard 
against insularity by seeking a 
link Club in France. A town in 
Southern Normandy was 
looking for a relationship with 


an English Club. It was, like 
llminster, a modest size mar¬ 
ket town in a predominantly 
agricultural area. So began 
the link with the Rotary Club 
of Mamers et Pays Saosnois 
which still flourishes. 

The Club's achievements 
over its 40 year history are 
many and varied for example 
in 1975 it ran the first "Dilling- 
ton Day" with displays, stalls 
and entertainment for the 
local people. It has run the 
Carnival Top Team Quiz for 
over 30 years, llminster Rotary 
Club was behind the creation 
of the llminster Community 
Association and the erection 
of the centre in Shuddrick 
Lane alongside the Scout Hut. 
Both are now gone but in 
their time they were of great 
benefit to the town. Between 
1992 and 2010 the Club ran 
the llminster Community 
Transport Scheme operating 
minibuses adapted for wheel¬ 
chair users. One of its most re¬ 
markable community 

activities is the practice inter¬ 
views at Wadham School. 
Each year all the students in 
Year 10 have a one to one "in-

"DO you fancy some free fish, Rich?" the Devonshire voice spilled down my handsfree like honey from 
on high. I was driving home from work when Jonny rang and I must admit that the sounds of West Bay's 
seagulls in the background immediately conjured up an image of somewhere I'd rather have been on 
that sunny day. 

How could I have rejected that. Fresh and free - the best type of food. But as someone who has not 
yet (and I stress the yet!) picked up a fishing rod I had no idea exactly how many mackerel my friend 
was about to bring round. Just a few hours later, my family and I were enjoying our dinner when in he 
came, a bin liner loaded with wonderful, totally fresh smelling, gutted fish. Fantastic. I must have taken 
at least 40 off him, and he had twice that left. 

Fresh fish is a food that I am passionate about, and to see such a bounty from the local coast was a 
wonderful sight: and one familiar to many I'm sure. And while I wait for Jon to fulfil his promise to take 
me out with a rod and show me the ropes of how to collect my own supper, I've started looking for 
many ways to prepare and devour my freezer of beauties. 

A good place to start is always with the Two Fat Ladies: their no nonsense, straight to the point, tradi¬ 
tional (although occasionally with a good twist) food is always a pleasure to cook, and even more so to 
eat. And while there are no mackerel recipes as such in their published volumes, I've found their 
kedgeree works well with this flavoursome fish. 

Kedgeree is traditionally a breakfast dish, brought back to the UK by British colonials during Victorian 
times, although as a strictly granary toast and coffee man, I find it a bit rich for my blood anytime before 
mid-day. But whenever you might consider cooking it, it's well worth the bother. 

The Ladies start with simmering smoked haddock, but I start by grilling my Mackerel along with some 
smoked bacon. Bacon is not a traditional part of this feast, but the smokiness adds something that is 
missing from the haddock. At this point also hard boil four eggs. 

Then I follow Jen and Clarissa. Gently fry a chopped onion in 4oz of butter and 1 teaspoon of garam 
masala (a blend of spices readily available from just about anywhere that sells a good range of dried 
herbs and spices) and tumeric. 

Then 12oz of basmati rice (and do use basmati - it's just so fragrant and flavoursome) needs to be 
cooked. The girls use the water from the fish, but I add a stock cube at this point as my fish was grilled. 
Once the rice has been well drained and dried out a little, simply add the spied onion and fold in the 
flacked fish and bacon as well as two of your four eggs crumbled up. 

Finally pour in 1/2 pint of heavy, warmed cream (for breakfast? I'll wait until dinner!) and add your 
other eggs quartered. Season with salt and pepper and parsley and serve between four people. 

Whether you use your own mackerel, a friend's supply, some from a shop or even the traditional had¬ 
dock, this kedgeree makes a great meal. Now, where's that Jon? I want to learn how to fish!

* New Ford Focus range expanded with stylish estate model, now going into 
volume production in Europe

and over 30 per cent in Europe. 

* New Focus estate shares the same appeal as the five-door model with a full 
range of low-C02 powertrains, class-leading driving dynamics, outstanding 
quality and safety, and an unprecedented level of smart new technologies 

* Deliveries to UK customers start in May 2011 


Ford dealers will soon start selling the new estate version of the 
all-new Ford Focus, with full production now underway. 

The new German-built model is being shipped to dealers for sale 
from late May. Customers will then have a choice of two dynamic 
and attractive bodystyles - five-door and estate - to suit their 
lifestyles. 

"Customer and media reception for the all-new five-door Focus has 
been exceptional, and we expect an equally enthusiastic welcome 
for the estate model," said Roelant de Waard, vice president. Mar¬ 
keting Sales and Service, Ford of Europe. 

"Ford dealers across Europe are seeing strong demand as they 
launch the new Focus range, with well over 20,000 customer orders 
by early April - and this figure is rising fast. 

"New Ford Focus brings class-leading levels of technology, design 
and driving quality to the medium car market, and the estate will 
deliver these same qualities to an even broader group of cus¬ 
tomers," he added. 

Dynamic and Practical Estate 

The attractive Ford Focus estate is an important model for the UK 
market, with about 15 per cent of all Focus customers forecast to 
choose this bodystyle. 

"The estate has always been a key strength of the Ford Focus range 
in Europe and its popularity is second only to the five-door," said 
Gunnar Herrmann, who oversaw the development of the new 
Focus as Ford's global medium car line director. 

"Customers want the extra space and flexibility a traditional estate 
provides, but still expect all the technology, great driving dynamics, 
and superb styling of the five-door. 

The new Focus estate provides a balance of dynamic looks and 
functional practicality. Standard full-length integrated aluminium 
roof rails enhance the estate's attractive kinetic design, while the 
tailgate neatly incorporates a compact roof spoiler. 

Stylish and Spacious 

The spacious interior has been carefully designed to offer generous 
accommodation for both passengers and their luggage. 

At 2,648mm, the estate shares the same wheelbase as the five-door 
model, but to accommodate a larger load area, overall length is in¬ 
creased by 198mm to 4,556mm.This provides valuable extra space, 


without sacrificing the compact overall dimensions of the Focus. 
With the rear seats in place the estate has a large, regular load com¬ 
partment, with a volume of 476 litres. The rear seats offer a flexible 
60/40 split and have a convenient 'flip and fold' mechanism to tip 
the seat cushion forward and create a flat load platform with the 
seat backs.

In keeping with its family car character, the new Focus estate is avail¬ 
able with a comprehensive range of features. 

Customers can tailor the load compartment with a variety of acces¬ 
sories, from floor liner mats and luggage nets to dog guards and 
load retention barriers. 

The standard polished aluminium roof rails provide the stylish basis 
for a complete roof carrier system, including dedicated cross bar fit¬ 
tings to transport everything from bicycles to skis. 

For the comfort and safety of younger passengers, the driver can 
be reassured by convenience features like the rear seat belt minders 
- to alert the driver if rear seat passengers are not securely belted 
in - and power operated rear door child locks. 

Full Choice of Low-C02 Powertrains 

The estate is available with the same exciting choice of low-C02 
powertrains and smart technology features as the all-new five-door 
Ford Focus. 

The powertrain line-up includes the state-of-the-art new 150PS 1.6- 
litre Ford EcoBoost turbocharged direct injection petrol engine, and 
a choice of advanced and improved DuratorqTDCi common-rail 
diesel engines, all of which offer significant reductions in fuel con¬ 
sumption compared to the outgoing model. 

In addition to the highly efficient petrol and diesel powertrains, the 
new Focus range also incorporates other features from Ford ECO- 
netic technologies to help minimise fuel consumption and C02 
emissions. 

All vehicles with 1.6-litre Ford EcoBoost petrol and 1.6-litre TDCi 
diesel engines are equipped with standard Auto-Start-Stop, mean¬ 
ing C02 emissions at 109g/km on the diesel model. 
Unprecedented Level of Smart Technologies 
The new estate also benefits from unprecedented investment in ve¬ 
hicle technologies, which has resulted in the Focus line-up offering 
customers an exciting array of advanced features generally found 
only in larger, more expensive vehicles. 

Some of the key innovations in the all-new Focus include: 


* Low Speed Safety System - available for the first time in a Ford, 
this system is designed to help drivers avoid the kind of low speed 
collision when a car drives into the rear of the vehicle in front. It 
uses a forward-facing infra-red laser mounted next to the rear view 
mirror to detect objects in front of the car. If the system foresees 
that a collision is imminent, it pre-charges the brakes. If the driver 
does not react, the brakes are then automatically applied and the 
throttle is released. 

* ActiveParkAssist- an advanced new system which automatically 
steers the vehicle into parallel parking spaces. The system uses two 
ultrasonic sensors to scan for large enough gaps between parked 
cars. Once a suitable gap has been identified, the driver is informed 
and clear parking instructions are shown in the centre console dis¬ 
play. The driver controls the accelerator and brake, and selects a for¬ 
ward or reverse gear, while the system turns the steering wheel 
completely automatically. 

* Lane Departure Warning - using a forward facing digital camera, 
this feature is designed to warn the driver via a vibration in the 
steering wheel if it detects an unintentional drift out of the lane. 
The camera system continuously monitors the vehicle's position rel¬ 
ative to the road markings. If the vehicle drifts from the centre of 
the lane, and the system does not detect an obvious lane-change 
manoeuvre or use of the indicators, the vibration alert is triggered. 

* Lane Keeping Aid - this advanced feature extends the function¬ 


ality of the Lane Departure Warning system by using the steering 
system to actively steer the vehicle very smoothly and precisely 
back into the lane, rather than just triggering an alert. 

* Traffic Sign Recognition - this system uses the digital camera to 
identify traffic signs on either side of the road and on bridges, pro¬ 
viding the driver with information about the latest detected speed 
limit, cancellation signs and overtaking regulations via the instru¬ 
ment cluster display. 

* Auto High Beam - this feature switches the headlamps automat¬ 
ically between high beam and dipped beam, helping the driver to 
maximise visibility. 

* Driver Alert - this system uses the digital camera to detect when 
a driver is becoming tired or even falling asleep. By monitoring the 
vehicle's position relative to the road markings, the system can 
recognise the kind of sideways drifting which is typical when a 
driver is feeling drowsy or their concentration levels start to drop. 
If this is detected, the system alerts the driver. 

* Adaptive Cruise Control - a radar-based cruise control system 
which helps to maintain a comfortable distance to other vehicles. 
If the system detects that the vehicle in front is slowing down or is 
too close, it decelerates automatically to maintain the preset dis¬ 
tance.

Appreciate depreciation 
HPI warns used car buyers 

V ehicle information expert HPI is urging 
used car buyers to make sure they factor 
in the depreciation of a vehicle when 
considering a purchase, as this could save them 
thousands of pounds when it's time to sell it on. 
Whilst there isn't a magical formula for calcu¬ 
lating depreciation, there are clues that can 
help point the way for used car buyers. Com- 
paringa vehicle's original and current price will 
give an indication of its depreciation rate - 
fairly flat or plummeting like a stone? The 
newer the vehicle, the steeper the devaluation; 
the older it gets, the more it is likely to flatten 
out. Popular, well maintained, or cult vehicles 
can hold or even increase their value if bought 
prudently.

All too often, when we first see our 
dream car, we just want to jump in it and drive 
away, making it all too easy to forget about the 
day when we will want to sell it, in a few years' 
time. Careful buyers will do their research to 
find out the history of the vehicle, as well as 
how much the vehicle tax will be, the C02 
emission levels, and how expensive on fuel it 
could be - all information that HPI provide as 
standard** with the HPI Check. 

Mike Hind, of CAP the used car pricing ex¬ 
perts, adds: "Depreciation is the biggest single 
cost in owning a car and it can vary massively 
between brands. Understanding what your in¬ 
tended purchase will be worth in the future will 
help you avoid a potentially costly mistake. It 
might even mean you can afford to spend 
more up front on the car you always wanted, if 
it's going to lose less money in the long run. 

"But don't assume low depreciation always 
guarantees the lowest ownership cost over 
time if it means you have to pay more in the 
first place.

"For example, a Volkswagen Golf 1.6 FSi Match 
purchased new in January 2007 beat a Ford 
Focus 1.6 Zetec in terms of money lost over the 
4 years to January 2011. In this case the Golf 
lost £8,622 over the period, compared with 
£10,082 for the Focus. 

"But if you had bought them as one year old 
cars in January 2008, the Focus would have lost 
£5,395 compared with £6,745 for the Golf - an 
overall saving on depreciation costs by the 
Focus of £1,350 over 3 years." 

As well as providing vital vehicle running cost 
information, the HPI Check also confirms if 
there are any mileage discrepancies recorded 
against it, whether it is currently recorded as 
stolen, has been written-off by an insurance 
company or is subject to outstanding finance. 
HPI will also provide a market valuation** for 
the vehicle, helping the buyer to work out if 
they are paying a realistic price for the vehicle. 

Nicola Johnson concludes,"Taking the depre¬ 
ciation of a vehicle into account means buyers 
can get the best price when they come to sell 
it on. Beware rock bottom prices, in the hope 
of making up for depreciation later down the 
line.True bargains are very rare. All too often, if 
it looks to good to be true, it normally is. Better 
to be safe and walk away. A little bit of research 
into the market and where it is likely to go, 
could save car owners thousands of pounds."
